Locating a Broken Wire.

able fore- to send electricity through 
a wire. The longer tho wire the great- 
er, of course, must be the force requir- 
ed. 
Tbia force Is measured in unlta, 


called by electricians "ohms." Let os 
suppose that a wire between a New 
York office and a point 150 miles away 
haw broken somewhere. The telegra- 
pher knows tunt when the wire was 
Jntact tbore were required, say, 2,100 
ohms to facilitate tbe current, or four- 
teen ohms to the mile. He now finds 
that he can send a current with only 
700 obmf. Dividing 700 by 14, be flnds 
that tho brenU In the wire is flfiy miles 
free: his end.—New York Tribune.
